Thesc six writs of certiorari were
heard before a full beneh on the 27ch, 95th, and 20th
Jannary tast, the plalndns above oelng represent «l
by Messrs. Blddle, Pulllips, and Hirst aad the de-
fendants  aboye by Messrs, It e, Mann, and
Strong (now  an Asgociate Justice of the Supreme
Court of the United Stutes),  The argument on both
sides wos exhaustive. O Mooday, the 14th Febra-
ary, the opluion of the Court was delivered hy Judge
Aguew, ln which Judge Willlams and mysell sutirels
concurred. There was o disseuting opiolon by tha
Chief Justioe, coneurred in by Judge Sharswond
The Court looked neither at the evidence nor the
opinions of the court below, which wers not bronght
up by sny of the writs of certiorarl, but simply at
the record dtaelf, and, finding no error ou its face,
amrimed the decrees of the vcourt below,

Nothing subseguent to the 19th October was be.
